Persists in Asking Simpson 
Questions in House of Commons 


London, 
Nor. 
18 
(AP). — The 
friendship of King Edward and Mrs. 
Wallis W arfield Simpson, without 
m ention of the name, came squarely 
before parliam ent Tuesday. 
Red-headed Ellen W ilkinson, pert 
socialist member of the house of 
commons, brought up the subject of 
Mrs. Simpson and her friendship 
with King Edward when she asked 
why pages had been to m from cur­ 
rent issues of American magazines 
sold here. 
Directing her query to W alter 
Runciman, president of the B ritish 
board of trade, she asked: 
“Can the president say why, in the 
case of two American m agazines of 
high repute which have been im ­ 
ported into this country, during the 
last few weeks a t least two and some­ 
times three pages have been tom 
out? Can he say w hat is this thing 
which the B ritish public is not a l­ 
lowed to see?” 
“My departm ent has nothing to do 
with th at,” Runcim an replied terse­ 
ly- 
After the session Miss Wilkinson, 
nicknamed “Miss Perky,” did not 
deny th a t she referred to the Sim p­ 
son case when she posed her ques­ 
tion, but added, ‘ As a Briton, I am 
not 
supposed 
to know 
anything 
about Mrs. Simpson.” 
She said th a t she had seen current 
issues of the m agazine Tim e with 
pages ripped out and had been told 
th at News Review had also been 
abridged. 
The missing pages dealt w ith de­ 
tailed accounts of the king's friend­ 
ship with Mrs. Simpson. 
Commons procedure prevented her 
from pursuing her questioning of 
Runciman, 
Miss 
W ilkinson 
said, 
but she would “put down a question” 
for Sir John Simon, homo secretary, 


asking him “w hether this censorship 
of American magazines is done by 
governm ent authority.” 
She said she would ask for a reply 
from Simon on Thursday because 
she was planning to leave London 
next Tuesday night. 
Sir John is in charge of police and 
all m atters of public order. 
Shortly after her question she said 
th a t the parliam entary secretary of 
one of the m inisters came to her and 
said there was no censorship of the 
magazines.
